About the 
Incessant Change 
in Tax Forms 
I 


f you are one of those lost 
souls who put off a chore 
until the last minute you 


are unpleasantly aware that just 
two days remain in which to file 
your federal income tax return. 
They lower the boom Wednes- 
day, April 15. 


To escape penalty for late 


filing your envelope must show 
a postal cancellation not later 
than April 15, If you are running 
late with your tax return here 
is a caution: 


Hope Post Office closes at 


9:30 p.m.—but you should de- 
posit your envelope before 9:15 
if you want to be sure of the 
April 15 cancellation mark. This 
information is authentic because 
I got it from the post office tills 
morning. 


The paper work that Ameri- 


cans have to deal with the first 
three or four months of every 
year is fantastic. It hits three 
climaxes—March 15 when the 
federal tax returns of companies 
operating on the calendar year 
are due; April 15, the deadline 
for personal federal returns; 
and May 15, when Arkansas tax 
returns are due. 


Since most companies employ 


a certified public accountant to 
make an annual audit they have 
him also prepare company fax 
returns. Individuals are another 
matter. 


Some with complicated sche- 


dules turn their chore over to 
a CPA; miny others go to a 
public 
tax 
consultant—and a 


rugged few, like your editor, 
wage the battle alone. 


I filed my 1969 federal and 


1970 declaration April 7—and 
the Arkansas return this morn- 
ingi 
You have discovered by 


this time that the 19C9 federal 
form is greatly changed from 
1968—and the Arkansas form 
has been shaken up, too, as I 
discovered over the weekend, 


Even 
without 
year-to-year 


changes there is difficulty in 
rewriting the federal return to 
suit the state form, because the 
stipulations are different. This 
is something calculated to In- 
spire a taxpayers' revolt. 


An easy way out would be to 


make all state incom-; tax forms 
track exactly with the federal 
pattern—and then fix the state 
as a certain percentage of the 
federal tax. A single percentage 
calculation would dispose o!your 
state tax in a few minutes. 


But the year-to-year changes 


in the tax form pass all under- 
standing—unless you suspect, as 
I do, that government has to find 
som<> way of justifying the em- 
ployment of its army of work- 
ers. 


Researchers luve to look like 


they are busy, so they hatch up 
new ideas to be incorporated in 
next year's tax return form. 


Government printers love it, 


because this means more "uu.de 
work" for them to do. 


The filing-cabinet makers and 


other suppliers applaud change, 
because change automatically 
creates a demand for more files 
— and more workers to manipu- 
late the files. 


What about you, the taxpayer? 
You don't count—this is a deal 


stricly for the privileged class 
who man the bureaus of govern- 
ment, . .a fraternity to which 
you don't belong.

Rules State 
Jurisdiction 
in Land Case 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


The state Supreme Court ruled 
today that an Arkansas court 
had jurisdiction over a case 
disputing the ownership of 700 
acres of land located in the 
Mississippi River. 


The court sent the case back 


to Chancellor James Merritt, 
who earlier had dismissed the 
litigation on grounds that he 
lacked jurisdiction. 


Anderson-Tully Co. of Mem*- 


phis, which' claimed"ownership 
of 
the land, contended 'that 


Merritt lacked jurisdiction be- 
cause the land was within the 
boundary of Mississippi. The 
company claims the property 
accreted to its land in Washing- 
ton County, Mississippi, by ero- 
sion of the river. 


The Arkansas Land and Cat- 


tle Co., which brought the liti- 
gation, claims that the land, 
called Luna Bar, is within the 
boundaries 
of 
the Arkansas 


property it owns in Chicot Coun- 
ty, although it is separated 
from the land by a chute of the 
Mississippi River, 


The Arkansas firm 
main- 


tained that Luna Bar was 
sep- 


arated 
from 
the 
Arkansas 


mainland by an avulsion and 
therefore remained within the 
boundaries of the state. 


An avulsion is a sudden cut- 


ting of a land mass by a flood 
or by a change in the course 
of a river. 


Writing the opinion in a 4-3 


decision by the Supreme Court, 
Justice John A. Fogleman said 
the burden of proof was on 
Anderson-Tully to show that the 
Arkansas court lacked jurisdic- 
tion adding that the company 
did 
not meet the burden of 


proof. 


The case was sent back to 


Merritt for further proceedings.

taxes, three peace groups are

Contact Lends 
Helping Hand 
to Others

LITTLE 'ROCK (AP) - The 


telephone rings. 


It's a man saying "I've been 


looking down the business end 
of a ,45 for 30 minutes. Do you 
have anything to say to me be* 
fore I use it?" 


The telephone rings again. 
A young boy says he is trying 


to make wheatcakes, but he 
can't understand the recipe, He 
doesn't know what shortening is. 


The person on the other end 


of the telephone conversation 
listens, then begins talking, 


Hopefully the man ready to 


commit suicide is hown a better 
solution to his problems, 


When the little boy is told 


what shortening is, perhaps he 
was able to make wheatcakes, 


This is the work of Contact, a 


nationwide ministry that uses the 
telephone to lend a helping hand 
to distressed people who for 
various reasons will not turn to 
any other source for aid. 


Contact was inaugurated at 


Pine Bluff recently. Contact also 
operates an office in Little 


Hock, 


Mrs, Fran Millard, director of 


the Little Rock office, said that 
groups in several other cities in 
the state were considering the 
possibility of opening Contact of* 
fices, 


The idea behind the telephone* 


ministry approach to people in 
need began in Sydney, Austral* 
ia, under the name of "Life 
Line." The founder of "Life 
Line" was Dr. Alan Walker, 
who spoke in Pine Bluff during 
a 1961 lecture series, 


Ten weeks of training sessions 


for the Pine Bluff program be* 
gan on Jan, 22 with an average 
of 110 persons from 13 different 
churches attending, according to 
Jay W. Dickey Jr., publicity 
chairman for the program. 


Dickey said as many as 134 


and as few as 90 persons attend- 
ed the sessions. The workers' 
ages ranged from 28 to 75, he 
said. 


Lectures during the training 


sessions ranged from a biblical 
background and an identifica- 
tion of the psychological and 
emotional problems of people to 
an explanation of the referral 
services offered in Pine Bluff, 


The Rev. Ross E. Whetstone, 


director of the National Council 
of telephone Ministries at Nash- 
ville was guest speaker at the 


dedicatory service at Pine Bluff, 


Giving an example of the ap* 


parent need for the progfanij 
Whetstone said Contract was 
opened in Chattanooga, Tenn») 
in September and the last re* 
view of the operation showed 
14,446 calls of all types received 
since then, he said* 


Many were "silent calls," 


Whetstone said. Silent calls are 
recorded as those in which the 
person doesn't speak, Thes calls 
are not lost, Whetstone said, 
and the time isn't wasted, May- 
be the encouraging words will 
lead the caller to call again and 
tell the listener his problems, 


Whetstone said Contact work- 


ers had often received calls 
from persons who said "I called 
four times before I had the 
courage to speak," 


All workers take a vow of 


secrecy before they begin to an- 
swer the telephone, Whetstone 
said, The names of the workers 
and the site of the operation 
must remain anonymous. 


If a Contact worker needs to 


refer a caller to a doctor, law- 
yer or psychiatrist, the caller 
must give his telephone num- 
ber. The professional will call 
him immediately. 


A middle step between the 


telephone operator and referral 
is the senior worker. This is a 
person who will go immediately 
to the caller in need to talk with
